mittee which is looking into or­ 
ganized crime’s trafficking in 
lost, missing and stolen, secu­ 
rities. 
He testified he bribed IRS 
agents “ranging from $500 per 
week to as high as $1,000 per 
week over periods ... extending 
into 
months” 
so the 
agents 
would “avoid asking or seeking 
proof of prior .American own­ 
ership” of stolen stocks, 
Zelmanowitz was the 
main 
witness in a 1970 trial in New

Bowen Seeks 
To Save Trains 
In Indiana 


INDIANAPOLIS 
(AP)—Gov. 
Otis R. Bowen is seeking to re­ 
verse a bid by Anitrak to abol­ 
ish its National Limited and 
Floridian 
passenger 
trains 
through Indiana. 
Bowen, in a letter to the In­ 
terstate Commerce Commission 
Friday, said Am Irak revenues 
have increased in Indiana this 
year. 
"We 
do 
not 
wish 
to 
saddle the corporation with runs 
that offer no hope of profit­ 
ability,” he wrote. “ We would 
challenge the projections of re­ 
duced ridcrship used by Am- 
t'ak in its* rationale for dis­ 
continuance.” 
The Floridian runs between 
Chicago and Miami by way of 
Logan sport 
and 
Indian; a polls. 
The National Limited operates 
between New York and Kansas 
City 
through 
Richmond, 
In­ 
dianapolis and Terre Haute. 
The discontinuance, set for 
Aug. 2, 
would leave Logans- 
port, 
Richmond 
and 
Terre 
Haute without rail passenger 
service. 
It would reduce In­ 
dianapolis 
service 
two-thirds. 
Indianapolis would be left with 
only trains 50-51. between Chi­ 
cago and Washington. 
Bowen said Amtrak business 
is picking up in Indiana “in 
spite of the fact the equipment 
used on Amtrak’s service in In­ 
diana ranks among the poorest 
in its system.” 
The governor 
suggested Amtrak consider ex­ 
tending the National Limited to 
Denver to take advantage of 
tourist trade or connect it with 
San Fra neis co-bound service at 
Denver or Omaha. 
He urged the rail service to 
explore the pavsiblity of paral­ 
lel routes which would provide 
faster service between Indiana 
cities now served by the Ain- 
trak system. 
Bowen also said Indianapolis 
could be used as a major con­ 
necting point so Florida bound 
passengers from St. Louis and 
Kansas City could obtain direct 
connections 
utilizing 
through 
coaches. 
“We restate our belief Am­ 
trak can and will work if it will 
apply the creativity and man­ 
agement skills we believe are 
essential to transportation in­ 
ri ustry 
ope rations, ’ *

Lon Chaney, Jr., Becomes Fifth 
Film Star To Die Within 2 Weeks 


SAN 
CLEMENTE, 
Calif. 
(AP) — Lon Chaney Jr., the 
fifth major film star to die 
within two weeks, had hoped 
that his death would pass rela­ 
tively unnoticed. 
'His last wish was* that his 
death receive no publicity,” a 
friend said Friday. 
Chaney’s wife of 36 years, 
former model Patsy Beck, de­ 
clined to specify the cause of 
death or even disclose funeral 
plans. 
Chaney, 67, was preceded in 
death over the past two weeks 
by four other motion picture 
stars, 
Joe 
E, 
Brown, 
Betty 
Grable, 
Veronica 
Lake 
and 
Robert Ryan. 
Chaney, known for such di­ 
verse roles as the Wolf Man 
and the sensitive but mentally 
retarded Lennie in the 1939 pro­ 
duction of John Steinbeck’s' “Of 
Mice and Men,” died Thursday 
at his home. 
Friends said his last weeks 
were spent in “ agony” stemm­ 
ing from a series of recent ill­ 


nesses. Chaney had not per­ 
formed 
publicly 
for 
several 
years. 
His father, Lon Chaney Sr., 
was a star of the silent film era 
known as the “ man of a thou­ 
sand faces.” Before his death 
in 1930, the senior Chaney told 
his son, “ Better be paid for 
being ugly than starve to death 
trying to be handsome.” 
“ I’ve played ’em all,” the 
younger 
Chaney 
once 
said. 
“ Most of ’em were the second 
time around—Frankenstein, the 
mummy, Draeula. But the Wolf 
Man was mine, all alone. I 
played him six times.” 
He was born Creighton Chan­ 
ey in Oklahoma City, where his 
parents1 were playing a stock 
engagement. He entered show 
business as a stuntman in 1932 
against the advice of his father, 
who told young Chaney, “I’ve 
taken the bumps, I know.” 
Besides his* widow, Chaney is 
survived by two sons, Ronald 
and Lou from a previous m ar­ 
riage, and nine grandchildren.

VENTANAS, Chile (A P) - 
Ever 
since 
the 
15 
Russians 
showed up to help buiid a rail­ 
way line in Chile, the rumors 
and charges have been flying 
that they really were soldiers 
in disguise. 
“ Nonsense," says the physi­ 
cian for the group, which a r­ 
rived 12 days ago. 
“We have been accused of 
being soldiers and not work­ 
ers," said Dr. Volodia Shinka- 
renko, 28. “ We have heard this 
on the radio, and it has made 
us sad." 
The Soviet work group is tak­ 
ing part, in the construction of a 
small stretch of railroad in this 
tiny port 124 miles north, of 
Santiago.

It was decided Montreal 
would take the first game 11-7 
and Atlanta would come back 
for the second 15-6. 
Elsewhere in the NL, Cincin­ 
nati edged New York 2-1 in the 
first game, then the Mets came 
back for the second game 7-5; 
Philadelphia beat Houston 5-3; 
St. Louis topped San Diego 5-3; 
Los Angeles blanked Chicago 5- 
0 and San Francisco defeated 
Pittsburgh 5-2. 
Each side went into the nego­ 
tiations with obvious strengths 
and weaknesses. Montreal had 
a powerful attack with no start­ 
ing pitching. Atlanta had a 
powerful attack with no relief 
pitching. 
The offenses began slowly in 
the first game, the Expos 
.chipping away for a run in the 
second while the Braves count­ 
ered for two in the third. 
Then came the big guns. Hen­ 
ry Aaron slugged a two-run 
homer, No. 24 of the season, 
capping a five-run fifth. 
“Just another number,” said 
Aaron, who now needs only 17

Getting ready for that first 
extended fishing vacation trip 
of the summer is always cause 
for anxious moments and should 
also be the reason for much 
careful 
p l a n n i n g 
and 
preparation. 
Geographical changes — trips 
to Michigan, Wisconsin, Min­ 
nesota, into Canda or into the 
Rockie Mountain regions of the 
west, often times catch the 
camper-fisherman unprepared. 
First 'Off, plan to pack some 
clothing for cool 
weather. 
Despite the sweltering '99-degree 
Indiana temperatures, many of 
the mountain regions and far 
north lakesides become quite 
chilly particularly at night. 
Light waders might be all 
right but it might not hurt to 
pack a pair of insulated waders, 
too. Those lakes and streams 
have away of staying cold in 
some areas, even in July. 
Anglers might also want to 
include an old wooden bread­ 
board about 12 or 14 inches 
square. It will come in real 
handy for filleting fish. A 
plastic bucket for toting bait 
and for cleaning fish also might 
be included. Some campgrounds 
have facilities for cleaning fish, 
but most do not. 
Carrying your fishing rods 
gets to be a problem. You can 
leave them standing in the 
corner of your recreational 
vehicle, and that’s really handy. 
But the fishing gear also is in 
clear view of any would - 1» 
thieves. 
Might suggest fixing up a 
container or security rack for 
rods. A steel tube or plastic 
pipe can be strapped to the 
underside of the coach body 
across the rear bumper or atop 
the coach roof with little ex­ 
pense or effort. Install a hasp 
so that the rods can be 
padlocked while you’re inside a 
restaurant or a service station. 
A large plastic trash bag can 
be very useful, including giving 
you a place to keep your rubber 
waders, especially when they 
are muddy after use. A can of 
waterless hand cleaner kept 
nearby is the best way to 
removr fishy odors from hands, 
and it is the best way to avoid 
that fishy scent sticking to the 
steering wheel, door handles 
and clothing. 
Proper Care Of Fish 
The proper care of fresh- 
caught fish does not end with 
refrigeration. 
Experienced 
anglers know that, many habits 
can ruin fish for the table. 
To begin with, fish should be 
cleaned immediately. 
Don’t leave fish suspended in 
water. Once a fish dies, long 
'periods of submersion in. water 
is detrimental to the flavor. 
Allow a couple of hours for fish 
to cool, then wrap them in foil 
and place on ice. 
Stop fishing when you have 
caught enough for your family's 
needs, ft’s not hard to un­ 
derstand why park .rangers and 
outdoor 
enthusiasts 
become 
annoyed when dead fish are 
found stuffed in trash barrels. 
It’s always a good conservation 
practice to keep only those fish 
that your own family or group 
can consume. 
A portable ice chest is handy 
to carry your fresh-caught fish, 
and it should be kept in a shady 
spot during your stay. And of 
course, keeping fish separate 
from other meats, fruits and 
vegetables will eliminate the 
problem of refrigerator odors 
permeating other food items. 
Oh, 'Those Odors! 
If your fishing excursion lasts 
for any length of time — say 
a week or longer — your 
camping vehicle will quickly

Suggestions On Energy Cutbacks Offered By Gov’t 


Largest American 
Legion 
convention in the history of the 
state is being held in Evansville 
July 12 -15. 
No one is able to explain the 
increased interest as the Legion 
makes its fifth official visit to 
the pocket city in the 55 year 
history of the organization. 
Some 
1,708 
d e l e g a t e s 
representing 123,991 members 
enrolled in 434 posts will attend. 
It is the second largest mem­ 
bership in the history of the 
veteran’s organization which hit 
over 125,000 members in 1946. 
Historically, the state Legion 
moved from city to city for the 
convention, until rapid growth 
made it impossible. The 50,000 
m e m b e r Auxiliary started 
holding separate conventions, 
while the Legion settled into a 
semi-permanent convention in 
Indianapolis. The Legion first 
visited Evansville for the 
convention in 1924, and has 
returned including a visit after 
World War II. Gone is the old 
McCurdy hotel, formerly used 
as Headquarters for the con­ 
vention. The New Executive Inn 
will take its place, with sessions 
scheduled for the Civic Center. 
No one can explain the ex­ 
pected record turn-out, since 
there is no contest for any of 
the State Offices and really no 
controversial resolutions. Some 
000 rooms were quickly gobbled 
up, as were an additional 400. 
Visitors are being housed in 
communities around Evansville, 
including Henderson. Kentucky. 
Gaylord Sheline of Kokomo is 
unopposed to head the big state 
veteran's organization for the 
following year. 
One resolution originating 
from Lebanon and the Sixth 
Congressional District calls for 
a long overdue bonus for World 
War I veterans and their 
unremarried widows. This is the 
only group of war veterans 
which the state failed to pay 
a cash bonus. Indiana chose to 
erect a living Memorial to all 
those serving in the conflict 
from the state in lieu of a cash 
payment. 
The World War Memorial in 
Indianapolis 
w as 
erected, 
dedicated by General of the 
Armies “Blackjack” Pershing. 
A State Memorial Commission 
controls the use of the living 
memorial, and the Legion has 
always had an important say 
in 
the 
gubernatorial 
ap­ 
pointments to the Commission. 
Recently the State Supreme 
Court ruled that because of re 
wording of the law, use of the 
auditorium could not be denied 
to any group. This ended a long 
running fight to prevent use of 
the building by the Indiana Civil 
Liberties Union, which has not 
yet made application under the 
court decision. Veterans feel 
that the state has taken back 
their gift under court decision, 
and should replace it with a 
cash bonus. There is not ex­ 
pected to be any opposition 
within the Legion, but is not 
expected to generate any en­ 
thusiasm with the 1974 General 
Assembly. 
Biggest fight in recent years 
has been a resolution to amend 
the Constitution to permit a 
secret ballot. The American 
Legion, strongest critic of 


Communism because of failure 
of that s>stem to allow free 
elections, does not believe in 
practicing what they preach. 
Both the state and national 
organization requires a voice 
vote, and woe be unto those 
going against the machine. 
Committee and Commission 
appointments are the “club ’ 
used to control. 
An amendment to require a 
secret ballot would require two- 
thirds vote of delegates, and 
votes can he cast for those 
Posts 
with 
delegates 
not 
present. Although both the state 
Democratic and Republican 
parties have found the use of 
voting machines feasible at 
their state conventions, the 
Legion doubts if they would 
work for them. After being 
introduced every year, no 
resolution for a secret ballot 
will go before this convention. 
The Legion is expected to 
reaffirm 
its 
strong 
stand 
against blanket amnesty for 
those who fled the country to 
avoid the draft. In spite of 
many statements, there has 
never been a blanket, un­ 
conditional amnesty in the 
history of his country, and we 
should not start one now. 
Also expected is continued 
opposition to ratification of the 
Genocide Treaty, nearing a vote 
in the U. S. Senate. Why would 
a group which once placed their 
lives on the line opposing Hitler 
and all he stood for be against 
the Genocide Treaty? The main 
reason is that the treaty does 
not oppose genocide when 
p r a c t i c e d for “political” 
reasons. This word was stricken 
out of the proposal in December 
of 1948, and exempted from the 
treaty. 
The Treaty would void the 
protection of the Bill of Rights 
for Americans, subjecting them 
to jurisdiction of foreign or 
world courts for new, ill-defined 
crome of causing “serious 
mental or bodily” harm. 
It should be a routine, but 
big convention.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Cut­ 
ting back energy consumption 
five per cent means a little 
more heat this summer and a 
little more cold this winter, the 
Nixon administration say s. 
It means going easier on the 
gas pedal, avoiding “jackrabbit 
starts” and 70-mile-per-hour 
speeds on the highways. Or 
keeping the house darker at 
night and repairing leaky fau­ 
cets. 
There are some of the ener­ 
gy, saving measures suggested 
by a key administration energy 
official, Deputy Treasury Sec­ 
retary William E. Simon, chair­ 
man of President Nixon’s Oil 
Policy Committee. 
Nixon urged Americans on 
June 29 to reduce their person­ 
al energy usage by five per 
cent, but suggested only a few 
ways how this could be 
achieved. 
At a reporter’s request, Si­ 
mon asked his staff to prepare 
a list of ways that the average 
American could save energy. 
The compilation centers around 
energy conservation in the 
home. 
For example, raising the 
thermostat of home air condi­ 
tioners by 4 degrees will save 
15 to 20 per cent in electricity, 
the list says. In the wintertime, 
dropping the thermostat four 
degrees can save 10 per cent in 
electricity. 
Or, “use fans rather than air 
conditioning,” it says. 
The list suggests turning off 
all appliances and lights that 
are not needed and buying elec­ 
tric appliances that use less 
electricity. 
What was meant by appli­ 
ances that use less electricity 
was not explained, but one offi­ 
cial said, for example, that 
frost-free 
refrigerators 
use 
more electricity than refrig­ 
erators 
without 
that 
con­ 
venience. 
Other suggestions included 
reducing electric power use 
during peak demand periods of 
late afternoon and early eve­ 
ning; keeping heating and air 
conditioning equipment in good 
condition; removing dust from 
registers and ducts, and replac-

There’s a 'beautiful oasis of 
peace in. the war-torn country 
of Vietnam. It’s a leper colony. 
For more than 4# years it has 
pestled in a valley which spills 
over onto the golden sand 
beaches of the South China Sea 
330 miles northeast of Saigon. 
A rutted road of jagged rocks 
fit for only goats and Jeeps 
links the Qui Hoa Leprosarium 
with the scacoast town of Qui 
Nhon beyond the mountains 
which shelter it. 
The leper colony is home to 
1,042 Vietnamese who have no 
place else to go for help agai 
place else to go for help against 
hands, feet and skin and has no 
guaranteed cure. 
Fourteen 
Roman 
Catholic 
nuns—seven French and seven 
Vietnamese—the order of Fran­ 
ciscan Missionaire de Marie 
are the guiding force behind 
the facility founded in 1932 by a 
priest and doctor from France. 
Despite decades of fighting 
which have swirled around its 
175 acres, the leprosarium has 
never been abandoned. The for­ 
eign sisters left only once—be­ 
tween 1945 and 1955 — but their 
V i e t n a m e s e counterparts 
stayed behind at their own re­ 
quest when the Viet Minh bat­ 
tled French soldiers on the 
grounds following the Japanese 
occupation of World War II.

NEW YORK (AP) — "Cast 
your bread upon the waters,” 
advised the ancient scriptural 
preacher 
Ecclesiastes, 
“for 
you will find it after many 
days.” 
Something like that seems to 
be 
happening for American 
churches, which long ago began 
pumping missionary effort Into 
lands abroad, but it now has 
started coming back. 
“It used to be a one-way traf­ 
fic, but now it goes both ways,” 
says the Rev. A. Ginting-Suka, 
an Indonesian missionary to the 
United States. That, he adds, is 
how it should be. 
“ My understanding is that 
Christianity menos a sharing of 
life. Therefore, churches of the 
whole world are never suf­ 
ficient by themselves, and that 
includes churches in this coun­ 
try.” 
They need “input from other 
parts* of the world,” he said in 
an interview. 
That’s the intent of the mis­ 
sion here of the Rev. Mr. Gin- 
ting Suka, 43, now living with 
his family in Ventnor, N.J., and 
one of several Asian and Afri­ 
can missionaries sent to Amer­ 
ica in recent times. 
“Some 
people 
here 
don’t 
seem to have much spiritual 
hope,” he said. “Their faith is 
a bit like meat without salt. It 
doesn’t seem to have much fla­ 
vor or taste to it. 
Since last fall, the Rev. Gin- 
ting - Suka has 'been working 
with the missionary Study Cen­ 
ter in Ventnor, teaching a class 
on missions and advising U.S. 
missionaries on furlough In an 
interdenominational 
program 
sponsored 
by

National, 
Council of Churches. What is 
odd to him is that Americans 
“seem to feel that Christianity 
is

people, that its foundation is 
here,” rather than in the an­ 
cient Middle East of Asia.
